DEATH FOLLOWED FAST.

Marq u ette , M ich., Nov. IS. —The heaviest 
m arine loss of tho season 
occurred hero 
Thu rsday in the total destru ction by 
fire of 
the steam er Arizona, owned by tho 
Anchor 
Line, and for several years past in tho regu ­ 
lar Lak e Superior trade, ru nning in the Lak o 
Su perior Transit line. She left here Wednes­ 
day night for Portage lak e, bu t thirty miles 
u p was forced back by a howling nor’wester 
and & terrific soa, tho Nyaek also being 
forced to retu rn. 
W hen a few miles off 
M arqu ette, a t abou t 4 a. mM a carboy of 
acid from among 
those stowed between 
deck s brok e loose and was brok en by the roll­ 
ing and pitching of the vessel. 
It was filled 
with the mixed acid u sed in mak ing nitro­ 
glycerine, and the space between deek s was 
immediately filled with acrid, stifling fu mes. 
Soon these penetrated every nook and corner 
of tho ship, and shortly it was discovered 
that the vessel was on fire. 
Capt, Grazer encou raged his crew to hang 
on a§ long os possible, all being almost su ffo­ 
cated. 
The men in the flre-hok ls piled fu el 
into the fu rnaces, k eeping it u p u ntil they 
had to mak e a ru sh for the deck , gasping for 
air. 
The engineer stood by his post u ntil he, 
too, fou nd it more than flesh cou ld stand. 
Then he pu lled the throttle wide open and 
ru shed to the u pper deck for his life. 
Here 
then were gathered the tw enty-three men 
m anning the Arizona. 
A boat was made 
ready on the windward side, ou t of the fu mes 
of the acid, and then all waited to see 
whether the ship wou ld mak e the harbor or 
whether they wou ld have to tak e tho desper­ 
ate chance of lau nching a boat in su ch a sea. 
A blinding snowstorm was driving across 
the lak e at the time, and stu ng lik e needles. 
On went the steam er with not a man be­ 
low deck s and with two men a t tho wheel. 
Meanwhile the fire below deck s was spreading 
rapidly, the closely battened gangways and 
hatches imprisoning it, and no flames being 
seen, bu t the pressu re of the volcano beneath 
was manifest from tho dense clou ds of yel­ 
low, su lphu rou s smok e from the acids, and 
the thick clou ds from the bu rning petroleu m, 
000 barrels of which was on board. 
The 
break w ater light of M arqu ette was finally 
made, and the steam er swept arou nd the end 
of the pier and into the harbor. 
Capt. G ra­ 
zer sooa determined u pon his cou rse of action. 
No force cou ld stop his ru naw ay steamer. 
To save fu rther destru ction of property, ho 
determined to tu rn from the dock s, where the 
other vessels were lying, and head squ are 
into the break water. 
Ju st then the red glare of the flames made 
itself seen for the first time, and as the re­ 
flection went over tho waters of the harbor 
every steam er and every shop whistle began 
to blow, and the city fire boll sou nded a gen­ 
eral alarm. The Chili and Nyack , of the samo 
line, called their crews on deck and lowered 
their boats toaid the Arizona’s crew. Blinded 
by the glare of the flatnes, Captain Grazer yet 
managed to clear the Nyack , lying alongside 
tho break water, and stru ck that stru ctu re 
head on, pu tting over his wheel when the 
crash came. 
As she stru ck every man leaped 
for his life and all reached the pier safely. 
Obedient still to her ru dder, the Arizona’s 
stern work ed slowly arou nd to the right u n­ 
til her bow was released, when she slid sw iftly 
u p along the pier, smashed throu gh a log 
boom, ju st grazing the hu ge lu mber piles on 
the Cu rtis dock and in the narrow slip be­ 
yond, almost tou ching the city w ater work s 
bu ilding, and bu ried her bow in tho sand. 
As she moved along the crew were forced to 
ru n for their lives to k eep from being su ffo­ 
cated in the dense clou d of smok e which 
swept over the break water. 
Tu gs and fire departm ent were soon play­ 
ing on the fl imes, bu t the oil bu rned fiercely 
all day, w ater having no effect. 
Long after 
the smok e stack fell, the Arizona’s wheel was 
stirring tho shallow waters of the slip to 
foam. 
At last ventu resome men reached her 
windward side by a ra ft and managed to 
sink her by break ing in a plank in her hu ll. 
The water was a shallow that the oil iu her 
forward hatch still bu rned, and a t night the 
whole sk y was lighted by the blaze. 
The loss will be fu lly $150,000. 
The Ari­ 
zona had on board 
a large lot of roofing pa­ 
per, merchandise, 9 00 barrels of oil, 1,200 
boxes of candles, 
1,200 barrels of cement, 
a 
lot of machinery, and miscellaneou s freight 
As it was impossible to scu ttle her u ntil it 
was too late she has become 
a total loss, 
nothing bu t a 
sk in being left of her hu ll. 
The captain and crew* did all in their power 
to save her, and are deserving of bou or for 
tbeir efforts, bu t the rolling of the ship in the 
heavy sea scattered the terrible m ixtu re from 
tho carboy 
so qu ick ly and so generally that 
there was not even a fighting 
chance for sav­ 
ing the steam er, and they 
were lucky to es­ 
cape with tbeir lives.

FEEDING THE OUTCASTS. 


Scenes A m ong L ondon’s Fnor—TIio L ittle 
W aifs of Trafalgar Square. 
An interesting scene lately took place 
in Trafalgar squ are abou t 1 o'clock one 
Satu rday morning, when the poor ou t­ 
casts congregated there to sioep were 
charitably fed with bread, and abou t 
fifty of the most forlorn boys among 
them were tak en away to tho “ Ou tcasts’ 
H aven,” in Bu rdett road, Limehou se. 
Mr. Alfred Au stin and other gentlemen 
have l>een for some time past actively oc­ 
cu pied in k idnapping, so to speak , the 
miserable little waifs that nlwu nd nightly 
in the squ are and bearing them off to the 
haven. 
They are, of cou rse, k ept at tho 
home, which they sire not allowed to 
leave u ntil they have in their hands that 
which will enable them to get their own 
living. 
The feeding of the ou tcasts, gen­ 
erally, with bread was tried for the first 
time Satu rday. 
Some of them seemed to 
l>e aware of w hat was going to tak e 
place, and when a covered van, contain­ 
ing alx>u t 300 loaves of bread, cu t into 
large pieces, was driven u p to the north 
side of the squ are, there was a general 
stir, thou gh m any seemed too sleepy or 
at>sorbed in their own wretchedness to 
care to stir themselves. 
The m ajority, 
however, rou sed themselves when they 
fou nd that something was going to lx* 
given away in the sliajie of food, and 
crow ded eagerly rou nd the good Sam ari­ 
tan who had charge of the bread. 
Some devou red it witli avidity, others 
ate it su llenly, a few took it u nthank - 
fu lly, and, after a bite or two, thru st it 
into their pock ets, rem ark ing: 
“ I t’s only 
bread.” 
W ith many, however, there 
was a general clamor for more, which 
was at once given to them. 
One of tfie 
ou tcasts, a little 
Irish woman, who 
seemed to lx* rather the? worse for drink , 
was particu larly bu sy in ru shing alxiu t 
among the forlorn grou ps of hu m anity 
and denou ncing them as “ hu m bu gs.” 
In vain the good hu mored policemen told 
her to k eep qu iet. 
She wou ld not, and 
when some of the men crowded rou nd 
Mr. Au stin and told’him how wretched 
and hu ngry they were she shou ted ou t: 
“ I t’s all a plant! 
It's all a plant! 
My 
boy (whoever he was) k nows ’em! 
He 
sells matches with ’em! 
I t’s all a plant!” 
The bread having been distribu ted, Mr. 
Au stin and those with him, assisted by 
the police and some of the ou tcasts them­ 
selves, sou ght ou t the most wretched 
boys and ask ed them if they wou ld lik e 
to go where they wou ld lx? made com­ 
fortable. 
“ You go, ” said a clean look ing 
lad, w ho had lx*en tak en to the haven 
the previou s night, and who look ed all 
the Ixitter for the change, to several of 
the boys; “ it’s fine. I can tell you .” 
Some did not w ant mu ch persu asion, 
bu t others seemed hardly to u nderstand 
w hat was going to lie done with them, 
and were apparently half afraid they 
wTerc going to be tak en away to lx* lock ed 
u p in the station hou se. 
Very soon, 
however, there was a general clamor 
of 
“ Tak e me, 
master! 
Tak e 
me! 
I ’ll 
go! 
Do tak e 
me!” 
Bu t 
many 
of those who 
wanted 
to 
go 
were 
too old. 
“ None over Iff,” said Mr. Au s­ 
tin, u pon which there was a general cry 
from the rejected ones of “ I ain't 10, 
master. I ’m only 15,” or “ I ain’t tu rned 
14, m aster.” 
It was cu riou s to note that 
while all this conversation was going on 
some of the ou tcasts never stirred at nil 
—apparently too absorlx*d in their miser­ 
able contemplations to tak e any interest 
in w hat was going op. 
A t length the boys who were to go 
were all got together, and a move was 
made toward the van, into which they 
qu ick ly climbed, lau ghing and talk ing 
lou dly among themselves, and apparently 
delighted at the su dden change for the 
better in their fortu nes. 
Presently they 
stru ck .u p singing “ Ru le B ritannia,” 
w hich, its the van was driven off, changed 
to the mu sic hall ditty of “ For they’re all 
very fine and large, they’re all very fine 
and large,” apparently in derision of the 
rejected ones, w ho were too old or too big 
to be tak en away, the old Irish woman 
hanging on to the Last, and declaring that 
it was “ all a plant,” 
It was as mu ch as 
the horse cou ld do to drag the van, so 
closely was it pack ed. 
A woman who 
met the van as it slowdy moved off w as 
very indignant at the horse having to 
drag su ch a load, and declared that it was 
“ cru elty to anim als,” and that si ie wou ld 
inform the police.—London News.

TREASURES 
FROM THE 
BAHAMA* 


The Iiitermtlng Eiperlencei of a Scien­ 
tific Party from Pennay lv auia. 
The little party of biologists sen t out by 
the Un iversity of Pen n sylvan ia in Jun e 
to make in vestigation s ami researches 
have return ed with abun d an ce of glory 
an d several tx ix ea, tulra an d tan ks full of 
curious specimen s. 
The primary puqrose 
of the jaun t was to give the party an 
opportun ity to d etermin e upon the Ba­ 
hamas as the site of a biological marin e 
station that the un iversity d esires to e sta b ­ 
lish, an d hopes to have in ex isten ce wit hi: 
three years. It alread y has a con sid erable 
fun d for that purpose. 
The resid en ce of the party d urin g their 
stay was at a comfortable house three 
miles from Nassau, almost upon the 
water’s ed ge. 
They lived in commun ity, 
each member takin g charge of the men 
in turn . 
The cost was ex tremely mod est. 
The men wen t to work at on ce, takin g 
ad van tage of such assistan ce as the people 
roun d about could afford . 
A youn g lx >at 
man an d d iver n amed Brown was foun d 
to be of great use, havin g alread y served 
three d istin guished n aturalists. 
All the party were good swimmers, 
an d soon learn ed to d o their own d ivin g. 
Each provid ed himself w*ith a crowbar 
an d a water box , a small box with a plate 
glass bottom. The glass, quietin g the rip­ 
ples on the surface of the sea, en abled 
them to see far d own in to the d epths, 
man y times to the very bottom. 
When 
an y on e saw a hit of rock bearin g corals, 
an emon es, spon ges, or other objects that 
he wished to secure he tossed the glass 
iisid e, d ived d own an d pried the d esired 
specimen loose with the crowbar an d car­ 
ried it up un d er his arm. 
Practice en ­ 
ables them all to stay a lon g time un d er 
w*ater. Mr. Marshall frequen tly remain ed 
two min utes submerged . IV. Dolley says 
that an y man can remain un d er water a 
con sid erable time if he will simply make 
up his min d to d o so. There is an in ten se 
feelin g of oppression at first, but Dr. 
Dolley says it is simply n ervousn ess, an d 
soon passes awav. 
The men could work ir* pair.’:, an d 
though the salt water d immed the sight, 
they man aged to seo sufficien tly well un ­ 
d er water. They had n o water spectacles 
with them. 
The water roun d the coral 
reefs is full of tin y an imalcule, which 
stin g the skin , an d the n aturalists were 
obliged to cover their bod ies as thor­ 
oughly as possible. 
As it was, their 
han d s, which they kept bare, were stun g 
in to a con d ition of in ten se red n ess. 
The 
party mad e such in vestigation s as they 
could fin d time for in to the habits of the 
spon ge, an d besid es mad e a four d ays’ 
cruise in a schoon er. 
Altogether specimen s were obtain ed of 
every variety of coral kn own to ex ist in 
the region , a n umber of n ew an emon es 
an d spon ges w ere d iscovered , an d the col­ 
lection of crustacean s an d echin od erms is 
complete. 
The moths an d butterllies are 
well represen ted , as are the reptiles, liz­ 
ard s, sn akes an d turtles. 
Besid es the 
an imals secured , a fin e collection of n a­ 
tive wood s, some seven ty varieties, was 
ad d ed , an d a large n umber of tropical 
plan ts were potted an d brought alive for 
the new* con servatory of the biological d e­ 
partmen t. 
Amon g them are specimen s 
of n early all the orchid s foun d on the 
islan d s. 
Several med icin al plan ts were secured , 
an d ex perimen ts will 
be mad e as to their 
therapeutic value. 
Among them is a 
curious bean that animals are v ery fond 
of eating. 
At first the animal« grow 
beautifully fat an d sleek. 
But in about 
two weeks their tails and man es d rop oiL 


in an other week their hoots an d borii« , iì 
they have horn s, go. 
Then th*jv grow 
weaker an d weaker, an d fin ally d ie of 
fatty d egen eration . 
But even to the en d 
they eat the bean s with in fin ite relish. 
There are other plan ts in the collection 
that an * used by the n atives in the treat­ 
men t of rheumatism an d d ysen tery with 
apparen t slice« » ss. 
The d octors are “ bush 
men ,’' who have learn ed the med icin al 
quality of herbs mid roots an d trees by 
trad ition , Govern or Blake, for the party, 
sailed to the Islan d of A laro on e d ay an d 
settled the question as to whether flamin ­ 
go« » « sit in or stan d over their rests, a 
question aUmt which n aturalista have 
be« *n in d ispute then « ' man y years. 
Dr. 
Dolley says Govern or Blake reported that 
firmin g» *•« sit in their n ests like other 
bird s 
The party wen t swimmin g at 
n ight 
in a won d erful phosphorescen t 
lake. 
At every stroke the swimmers 
create« ! waves of fire, an « l when they 
climi**« ! out ujKiti tin ir boat their bod ies 
h«*<*jih*«1 to Ih* covered with myriad s of 
flamin g sparks, The “sparks ” «>f course, 
were myriad s of eopeptx ls, the little glow- 
in g creatures who gl Ve the ft py « varan co of 
fire to the surface of the lake. 
Some skulls of the Luycayan s, the 
origin al in habitan ts of the islan d , who 
we re ex termin ated within thirty yt» ni> 
after their d iscovery by Columbus, were 
foun d in a cave. 
On e of them will 1 
m* 
presen t« *« ! to the Acad emy of Natural Sci­ 
en ces here. 
Most of the biological sjm-« ì- 
mcn s-will Ik» place« l in the museum o f 
the d epartmen t at the un iversity.—Phila- 
d elphia Times.

OnalHlfullonH of the Successful Hunts 
iiu» ii« >» Tn iital!x iiiff th e P a c k—•“ Illoo'd .4* 
If a hun ter is sufficien tly versed in the 
craft an d has the physical stren gth, as 
well as d evotion to the cause, to go 
through the fatigue—an d it is very con ­ 
sid erable—of d rawin g coverts (by far the 
mast wearisome part of the whole busi­ 
n ess), halloain g his houn d s away to their 
fox , cheerin g them in chase, as well as 
always bein g close to them d urin g a run , 
ho will d o well to hun t them himself; 
but it is a task of all thin gs that d eman d s 
en d uran ce, patien ce, keen n ess, in emin en t 
d egree, an d above all, in ord er to 1x 3 suc­ 
cessful, an in tuitive, in born kn ow led ge of 
hun tin g. 
He must, moreover, or at least 
he ought t« %spen d a great d eal of his 
time in his ken n els, often d raw out the 
houn d s to fee« I, walk them out in the 
airin g mead ow, an d in every way so 
familiarize himself with them that they 
w ill care for n o on e but him, will fly to 
his halloa, turn in g to his voice or even 
lmn d , an d , in their own way, absolutely 
talk to him. 
It is n ot, how*ever, every man who, 
fon d as he may be of houn d s ami capable 
of hun tin g them, cares to or can d evote 
so much time an d atten tion to them at 
home—ad d ed to which the ken n els are 
often several miles from his house; but, 
even without the performan ce of all these 
d omestic d etails, he will have them as 
much un d er comman d an d as rea« ly to 
w*ork for him as he can wish if his hun t­ 
in g of them is good en ough ami if they 
get that con fid en ce in his appreciation of 
them, an d in his power to guid e or help 
them, which is in d ispen sable to sport. 
Above all, if he is as an x ious to kill as 
they are themselves, an d if, when he has 
his fox in han d , more especially at the 
en d of a hard run or a lon g d ay, he 
breaks him up in style, makin g the very 
most of tlu* obsequies, an il tan talizin g 
them with the ex pected worry till they 
are almost fran tic. 
To see a master or hun tsman hold in g 
his fox high in air, a big d og pack in 
fron t of him, every houn d mail with ex ­ 
pectation an d bayin g with that savage, 
an gry n ote on ly heard when they are 
about to eat him, an d then with a last 
“ Wharp, tellyo, tellyo!” d ash the fox 
in to their far-s, to be torn in an in stan t 
in to a “hun d retl tatters of brown ” —this 
sight is en ough to stir even a limpid 
spirit, ami make it feel there is somethin g 
in fox hun tin g. 
There is a great d eal of 
moon shin e talked about “ blood ,” but 
houn d s run just as fast whether they kill 
or n ot. 
It is there in stin ct to chase—to 
d rive their hard est on the scen t, accord­ 
ing as it serves them—an d it makes no 
difference to them whether they have 
broken up a brace of fox es in the morn ­ 
ing or n ot, as to how they will settle to 
their afternoon fox . 
The primary busi­ 
n ess pf the hun tsman is said to be to kill 


tlie fox ; our own opin ion is, that it is 
much mon * to show sport; an d if wo were 
master of an y hun t servan t« who iih*»<1 
un fair mean s, such as head in g him back 
in to their mouths at th« * eml of «a covert, 
they would m>t d o it a secon d time an d 
stay with to. 
“ ¡.i' o T ’ iiu i *.mia with man y goal 
men . hut most of all is it carried to on ­ 
ce s in the euhbin g season. From th** I. 
gin n in g of Neptemljer. often a fortn i d o 
om lier. fur s«*v< ral weeks, the practice 
t * i:,k<* out about thirty couples of houn d .. 
the majority bein g old . or “ workin g” 
on es, at d aylight, throw them in to some 
small spin aery or other place where there 
is kn own to k* a litter, ami literally 
“ mop up” n brace or leash of the un so- 
phiHlicated youn gsters before they him 
ever heard tlie soun d of horn or houn d . 
What youn g houn d s wan t to learn fir t 
an d foremost is to put their n oses d own 
ami hun t a lin e hy scen t; an d they are 
certuitd y n ot likely to <lo this by bein g 
turn ed loose in some in closure where they 
are for the greutor part of the time [n ci- 
fon n in g n atural feats of valor after hares 
an d rabbits.

They were three cen turies later 
removed from Heliopolis by Rain eses II, 
an d set up in fron t of Caesar’s temple, 
where they obtain ed the well kn own n ame 
of “ Cleopatra's Need les.” When his wars 
were en d ed , Rain eses II caused his n ame 
an d titles to be in scribed upon the obelisk 
on each sid e of the in scription s of his re­ 
n own ed an cestor, Thothmes III. 
On e of 
these obelisks was removed to Lon d on in 
1878, an d the other was brought to the 
Un ited States, an d erected on its ped estal 
in Cen tral Park in Jan uary, 1881. 
Its 
height, in clud in g its base on which it 
stan d s, is eighty feet, an d its weight, with 
ped estal an d foun d ation s, 712,000 poun d s. 
It is red gran ite from the quarries of 
Syen e.—“C. P. C. ” in Magazin e of Amer­ 
ican History.
